This  is  Acworth's  Bi-centennial  year.  As  you  all  know,  major 
changes  were  made  in  assessments  for  1966.  The  expense  of  Town 
Government  is  gradually  increasing  as  is  everything  else,  but  an 
approximate  forty  percent  increase  in  school  costs  is  what  made 
the  change  necessary. 

To  keep  our  tax  rate  below  limits,  it  was  necessary  to  double 
all  1965  assessments  and  make  any  further  adjustments  necessary. 
Land  assessments  went  from  $3.50  per  acre  to  $10  per  acre. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  assessors  to  make  all  assessments  as 
equitable  as  possible. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Acworth  has  changed  less  than  many 
other  towns  in  the  past  200  years.  However,  in  the  last  15  to 
20  years,  appropriations  have  nearly  tripled.  Changes  have  been 
rapid,  of  late,  and  the  future  holds  many  rapid  and  drastic  changes. 

Let  us  all  work  together  to  honor  Acworth's  history  and  keep 
her  a  place  in  which  we  can  live  with  pride  in  the  future.

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Report  of  the  Trustees  of 
Silsby  Free  Public  Library 


By  keeping  the  library  open  Tuesday  evenings  from  April  1st. 
through  October  in  addition  to  our  afternoon  hours,  we  have  quali- 
fied under  the  State  Development  Program  for  one  hundred  Dollars 
to  use  in  buying  reference  books.  Also,  it  has  proven  successful 
in  that  many  pepole  who  were  unable  to  come  in  the  afternoon 
have  come  in  the  evening.  We  hope  to  continue  this  on  a  year  round 
basis  in  1967. 

As  the  Bookmobile  does  not  stop  at  the  Acworth  School  now 
extra  books  are  taken  from  the  Bookmobile  and  distributed  to  the 
school. 

The  library  was  to  have  had  a  part  in  the  National  Poverty 
Program,  which  meant  giving  two  hours  a  week  toward  whatever 
cultural  work  the  program  wished  done.  To  date  this  has  not 
been  started,  although  we  did  package  magazines  and  distributed 
them. 

Our  card  filling  system  has  been  improved.  With  every  book 
purchased  through  the  central  agency,  we  receive  five  cards,  three 
to  be  used  for  subject  filing.  This  makes  it  easier  for  the  school 
children  as  well  as  adults. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  many  assistants  that  have  helped 
on  Tuesdays.  With  around  fifty  children  coming  in,  it  is  very 
much  needed.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  1D66 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  active  one  for  the  Acworth 
Volunteer  Fire  Company  in  that  we  have  made  major  changes  in 
all  areas.  Since  space  does  not  permit  a  complete  explanation  of 
each  item,  they  are  briefly  explained  as  follows: 

Turkey  Shoot — Trap  range  location  moved  to  permit  operation 
without  difficulty.  A  successful  year,  with  the  raffle  more  suc- 
cessful financially  that  any  previous  one. 

Alarm  System — Automatic  system  through  Southwestern  New 
Hampshire  District  Mutual  Aid  installed.  Manual  alarm  boxes  pro- 
vided in  Acworth  and  South  Acworth.  Telephone  stickers  with 
alarm  number  distributed.  New  electric  siren  obtained  for  instal- 
lation at  Acworth  Town  Hall.  Equipment  to  provide  for  moving 
of  radio  and  alarm  systems  to  C.  D.  center  obtained. 

Fire  House — Addition  nearly  completed  on  outside,  with  cement 
floor  and  ramp  installed.  Clapboarding,  painting  and  interior  work 
still  remain  to  be  done.  Volunteer  help  response  to  date  has  been 
good,  but  more  are  needed  to  assure  that  the  same  men  do  not 
work  each  weekend.  Civil  Defense  center  in  basement  is  very 
nearly  done,  giving  us  a  compact  meeting  room. 

Equipment — 500'  of  new  l'/^"  hose  purchased,  along  with  an 
additional  length  of  hard  suction  to  provide  40'  of  the  latter  now 
available  for  use  on  our  trucks.  Obtained,  but  not  yet  delivered 
are  two  400  gallon  tanker-trailers  suitable  for  hauling  by  our  6x6 
tanker.  These  are  C.  D.  items  to  help  augment  our  available  water 
supply. 

Financial — Of  last  year's  appropriation,  $350  was  applied  toward 
payment  of  our  radio  equipment,  with  the  remainder  going  into 
the  general  fund  to  help  defray  our  building  expenses,  which  to 
date  are  $814.91.  From  the  appropriation  asked  this  year,  a  like 
amount  is  alloted  for  the  payment  on  radio  equipment,  with  the 
balance  to  be  applied  toward  the  cost  of  the  new  siren  for  Acworth. 
All  alarm  and  radio  equipment  mentioned  has  been  obtained  through 
Civil  Defense,  with  C.  D.  paying  i/^  the  cost. 

While  the  above  is  a  very  brief  resume  of  this  year's  activi- 
ties of  the  department,  I  hope  that  it  will  give  the  citizens  and 
taxpayers  of  Acworth  an  idea  of  what  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire 
Company  is  seeking  to  do.  Namely:  to  provide  the  town  with  an 
effective  fire-proctection  and  emergency  service.

Expenses  esti- 
mated at  $2.25. 

12.  Eight  notifications  to  citizens  and  out  of  town  residents  when 
death  and  sickness  and  no  other  way  could  be  found  to  contact 
them. 

13.  Over  275  hours  at  lowest  estimate  in  above  duties. 

14.  Lowest  estimate  of  mileage,  1,700  miles. 

15.  In  conclusion,  if  each  and  every  citizen  of  this  Town  will  be 
an  assistant  and  watch  for  each  other  protection,  half  of  the 
crime  within  the  Town  could  be  stopped.  Also,  parents,  try 
to  grow  up  with  your  children  and  do  not  let  them  be  brought 
up  with  a  babysitter.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  HISTORY 
HISTORICAL   SOCIETY 


The  work  on  the  history  is  progressing,  slowly,  but  steadily. 
About  mid-year  it  became  apparent  that  we  needed  more  expe- 
rienced help.  Several  people  were  recommended  to  us,  and  con- 
tacted by  letter,  phone  and  personally.  Although  each  one  had  a 
prior  committment,  which  would  prevent  them  helping  us  out  for 
some  time,  he  was  helpful  in  recommending  some  one  else.  Toward 
the  end  of  August  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  reach  Mr.  Newton 
F.  Tolman  of  Nelson,  N.  H.,  who  had  just  completed  the  History 
of  Westminster,  Mass.  He  agreed  to  visit  with  the  committee  mem- 
bers, and  look  over  material  on  hand — but  could  not  give  us  a 
definite  answer  at  that  time,  as  he  was  in  correspondence  with  a 
publisher  on  a  genealogy  they  wanted  him  to  do.  The  time  limit 
on  that  would  determine  whether  or  not  he  could  do  our  history. 
Fortunately  he  had  his  contract  in  a  short  time  and  found  that  he 
could  do  our  history,  but  would  need  a  year  to  work  on  it.  There- 
fore we  regret  to  inform  you  that  our  history  will  be  late,  but 
"is  in  the  works!"  The  introductory  Chapter  is  finished  and  has 
been  sent  to  us  for  approval  and  correction.  The  committees 
recommended  that  the  book  be  dedicated  to  Mr.  Frank  B.  Kingsbury 
and  Mr.  Gerge  L.  Allen,  in  appreciation  of  the  work  they  did  in 
gathering  the  large  quantity  of  material  we  are  using  in  this  work, 
rather  than  naming  each  individual  committee  member. 

We  still  need  more  information  from  some  of  you  on  your 
homesteads — the  earliest  date  3'ou  can  trace  back  to — previous 
owners — changes  made  in  dwelling,  are  all  of  interest  in  a  history.
